The woolen-manufact- 
urers use chemicals which destroy tho 
cotton and leave the wool intact; tho 
paper-makers use chemicals.which de- 
stroy tho wool and save the cotton. 
There's no waste in our business at 
all." 


After tho rags havo been thus sorted 
and torn into strips they arc placed in a 
revolving wire cylinder. In which they 
are shaken about until tho dust Is re- 
moved from them, when they aro ready 
to bo made up into bales for ehiprnent. 
The bales, which aro generally about 
four feet in length and three feet in 
height and width, are subjected to 
heavy pressure, after which they are 
hooped, and are then ready for tho 
road. 


Tho third floor of the store was occu- 
pied with, paper stock, consisting of 
mixed cotton and linen rags. ThoTbost 
quality of these, known as No. 1 white, 
consisted of shift-cuttings, tolerably 
clean. No. 8 coasted of tho flame, 
not quite so clean, and No. 8 white of 
tho same, decidedly dirty. Prints con- 
stitute the lowest quality of cottonrags, 
and then come bagging—from which 
what is known as hard paper is made- 
old rope, and, finally, paper which has

"There's n prejudice against this 
business." tho dealer said. " People 
suppose that every man -who handles 
nigs goes about town collecting them 
with a sack in one hand and a stick in 
she other, or elso that he goes from 
touseto house swapping tin-pans for 
old clothes and papers. This peddling 
suts a very smafl figure in our business, 
ivo don't have anything to dp with it. 
These peoplo go to the junk-stores, and 
wo do not often havo transactions with 
tho people who keep them. Our best 
lupply comes from the country store- 
keepers, almost all 
of whom—the 


hriftiest amongst them certainly—col- 
ect rags. They give produce in ex- 
change for them, generally, and some- 
toes cash, and, when they have an ac- 
ramnlatlon on hand thoy scad it along 
o us, or sell it to some itinerant rag* 
lealcr. A large quantity of our rags 
comes from tho manufacturers. The 
taper-makers purchase mixed goods, 
md, having sorted tho cottons from the 
mlk, ship the woolens to us. Tho pro- 
luce and commission dealers often ro- 
soivo consignments of rags, which thoy 
urn over to us. Only a few days ago 
got twenty-three bales of mixed goods 


from a hide house in this city, and
